In view of the fact that the receipts of silver bullion and coin im- 
ported at New Orleans are estimated at seven millions of dollars in 
value, and that the operating of the United States mint in said city, 
now in disuse, is urgently required by the necessities of commerce: 
Therefore, ; 

Be it resolved by the senate and house of representatives of the State of 
Louisiana in general assembly convened, That the United States Senators 
from Louisiana be instructed and her Representatives in Congress be 
requested to urge upon the Congress of the United States for the pro- 
viding for the re-establishment and operating of the assay-office and 
United States mint located in New Orleans, and for the appropriating 
of the sum of one hundred thousand dollars for such purpose.
